when the sub-cornmittee resumed work today. 
The drys were said to be 
insistent upon a prohibition expression, if only to the extent of a 
plank 
promising enforcement of the constitution and laws 
generally and not 
specifically. 
Although Chairman Glass had announced none of the proposed planks 
had yet been adopted definitely by the subcommittee considerable of the 
uncontroverted sections were reported 
practically completed. 
Among 
those were commendations of many acts of the Wilson administration, 
the executive bureau and the records of the democrats in congress to­ 
gether with a tax on the republbican legislature course. 
Some of the ad­ 
ministration members were said to be for outlining directly in the plat­ 
form the sort of reservations that should not be considered as nullifying 
the league covenant, while others wanted merely a blanket declaration 
for ratification '‘'‘without destructive reservations.’'

FIRST AMERICAN 
LEGION FOUNDED 
IN THE YEAR, 1792

CAMP PIKE. 
Ark., June 20.— 
The first “American Legion” was 
founded in 1792, and its existence 
by that name, terminated in 1796. 
War department records show that 
when the regular army was reor­ 
ganized in 1792, following the Revo­ 
lutionary war. it was first officially 
designated the “Legion,” and w as1 
divided into four “sub-legions,” of 
which the 4th United States infant­ 
ry was a part. 
The idea of designating the Unit-J 
ed States army as the legion origin­ 
ated with General Knox, secretary 
of war under George Washington. 
The army was patterned after the 
Roman legion, the old military or­ 
ganization under which Julius Caes­ 
ar and his successors conquered as 
much of the world as was then 
known. . 
The American “Legion” was com­ 
manded by General Anthony Wayne) 
(“Mad Anthony” ) and was organ-j 
ized under his direction at Pitts-) 
burgh. Pa., in 1792. President Wash­

“do not spare powder and lead, so! 
that the men be made marksmen.” j 
The Legion fought its only battle as 
a legion at Miami Rapids in the 
Kentucky-Ohio-Indian country Aug­ 
ust 20, 1794, engaging a force of 
hostile Indians.

HE most notable event of Van 
Buren’s administration was the 
occurrence of one of the great panics 
from whlcty in the nineteenth century 
the country regularly collapsed every 15 
or 20 years, as in 1819, 1837, 1857, 
1873 and in 1893. 
Those 
periodic 
prostrations always followed wild de­ 
bauches in speculation, but since it is 
convenient and consoling to blame 
some one else for our own sins, the 
president invariably has been made 
the scapegoat in each period of hard 
times. 
No doubt Jackson’s removal of the 
public 
deposits 
from 
the 
United 
States bank caused financial disturb­ 
ance and his distribution of the fed­ 
eral surplus among the state treasur­ 
ies also was disturbing. 
The govern­ 
ment, the banks and the people gen­ 
erally had all merrily Joined in sow­ 
ing the wind, whose harvest was the 
whirlwind of 1837. 
The nation had been indulging in 
the first of its big western booms. The 
river steamboat aided to open up new 
regions, where mushroom states, in 
ambitious emulation of New’ York and 
its Erie canal, ran wild in appropria­ 
tions for the building of canals. Van 


M 
a r t i n v a n B u r e n was the 
first machine made politician in 
the presidency, and he was more than 
that when put to the test; he w’as the 
first of the presidents to have been 
born under the American flag, rather 
than under the British, and he and 
Roosevelt are the only presidents not 
wholly descended from inhabitants of 
the United Kingdom. 
Sprung from Dutch families on both 
sides, Van Buren married into a Dutch 
family, and was able to speak the 
language of his ancestors. 
He was 
born and he died in a little Rip Van 
Winkle village on the east bank of 
the Hudson, w’here his father was a 
farm er and incidentally a tavern keep­ 
er. Leaving school and entering a law 
office in his native town at fourteen, 
after the manner of most American 
leaders from Jackson to Lincoln, he 
picked up as he went along such ed­ 
ucation as he gained. 
Yet not one 
of our many lawyer presidents has 
won a higher rank in his profession. 
While only a boy so small that he 
had to stand on a bench to address 
the jury, he scored his first success at 
the bar. 
At forty, he retired from 
practice with money enough for a man 
with a Dutch thrift, which was mis­ 
taken for stinginess by the less pru-

Buren w*as the first president-elect to 
ride in a train eten part of the way 
to Washington, and the expansion of 
the steam railway system w’as begin­ 
ning to inflame the national imagi­ 
nation. 
When the day of reckoning and re­ 
morse came; when bread riots broke 
o u t; when laborers stood in line near 
New York to get jobs at a wage of 
$4 a month and board; when banks 
suspended payments in coin, and when 
business houses w’ere tumbling into 
bankruptcy, the bankers and business 
men, who had always been violently 
anti-Democratic, 
turned 
upon 
Van 
Buren and pointed their accusing fin­ 
gers at the White House. 
The fore­ 
most man of business in conservative 
New England, Abbott Lawrence, did 
not hesitate to hint to a public meet­ 
ing in Boston, the incendiary sugges­ 
tion that the time might come for 
forcible resistance to the government, 
when the crew’, as he said, w’ould have 
to mutiny and seize the ship of state. 
• 
Van Buren faced the gale without 
bending. 
He 
rose above political 
maneuvering and the ^em pt^oo to 
flatter the mad passions of the hour 
—and preserved an attitude of mas­ 
terful 'inactivity! 
The president did#call congress in 
extra session, but only to recommend 
th e adoption of the sub-treasury sys­ 
tem. The banks having failed, he pro­ 
posed that Uncle Sam, like a timid old 
woman, should lock up his money in 
th e bureau drawer. And the economic 
folly of the sub-treasury was persisted 
in until the establishment of the fed­ 
eral reserve system. 
It was squally weather all around, 
with the costly Seminole war dragging 
its slow course through the malarial 
everglades of F lorida; with em barrass­ 
ing revolutions on both sides of us, 
in the revolted Mexican province of 
Texas and in Ontario. 
The defeats of the Democratic tick­ 
et in the off years plainly foreshadow­ 
ed the ill-starred president’s own de­ 
feat in his candidacy for re-election 
in 1840. 
No prophet was needed to 
w rite the refrain of the popular cam­ 
paign song of the W higs: 
Van I Van I 
Is a used up man. 
Nevertheless Van Buren remained in 
active politics IO years. 
For still an­ 
other IO years he lived on In retire­ 
ment at Lindenwold, his country estate 
In his native village, where he died 
In the midst of the Civil war.

dent Anglo-Americans who knew him. 
Equally precocious in politics, Van 
Buren was chosen a delegate to a 
political convention before he was of 
age; w’as appointed a county surro­ 
gate at twenty-five; elected to the 
state senate at thirty; appointed at­ 
torney general of the state at thirty- 
two and at thirty-efcrht he w’as select­ 
ed a senator of the United States. 
Already he w’as at the head of the 
“Albany Regency,’* which continued 
to run the Democratic machine in 
New York and to dominate the nation- I 
a1 councils of that party for sixty j 
years to come. 
His skill in political I 
manipulation made him known all over 
the country as the “Little Magician.’’ I 
Playing the game of politics only j 
as a New Yorker can and as all New 
Yorkers in public life do, Van Buren 
was the first to make his way into 
the W hite House in gumshoes. 
Per- 1 
haps his caution as a politician has 
lost him the credit due him for his 


statesmanship, w’hlch ne crrsprayed rn 
more than one grave emergency.

popular story reflected the general 
impression of 
his 
artful 
dodging. 
Once while he was a passenger on a 
Hudson 
river 
boat 
an 
anti-Van 
Buren man said to a Van Buren m an: 
I’ll bet you the price of the pas­ 
sage that you can’t go to him now 
and get a straight answer to the 
simplest question that you can ask.” 
The 
challenged 
man, 
confidently 
taking the bet, w’ent up to his favor­ 
ite and inquired if he did not think 
the weather was fine. 
“Well,” was the careful measured 
reply, 
“that

and 
. . .” 
“By thunder!” the Van Burenite 
broke in, as he turned to his chal­ 
lenger, “you’ve won." 
Van 
Buren 
became 
the 
pioneer 
national campaign manager when he 
made an extended electioneering tour 
for Jackson. 
W ebster declared that 
he did more for the election of “Old 
Hickory’* than any other IO men. 
In that fierce Jackson campaign, 
Van Buren took the party nomination 
for governor of New York. 
Being 
elected, he resigned from the senate, 
and then, after only twTo months in 
the governorship, h£ resigned again 
to be secretary of state in the new 
cabinet. 
Thus he held 
within 
12 
weeks three of the highest prizes in 
public life and at the same time was 
heir-apparent ta Ifoe presidency Itself.
